WASHINGTON, Jan. 31—Presi- 


dent Truman announced today he 
would withdraw his name from 
the New Hampshire preferential 
primary March 11, but he stressed 
that this does not mean he will 


not be a candidate for re-election. 

Héstold a press conference em- 
pha . that if he decides to 
run for President he can get the 
Democratic nomination without 
going into any of the state pri- 
maries. — 

This left the reporters as high 
in the dir as they have been for 
many weeks in the guessing game 
about Truman’s intentions. The 
President played dodge on the 
subject with his usual adroitness, 
after seeking at the outset, with- 
out success, to cut off a barrage 
of questions on politics. 


Other Statements. 

Other highlights: 

The President branded Sen- 
ator Joseph. McCarthy (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, as pathological and 
a character assassin in the most 
bitter attack he has yet made on 
McCarthy. 

He said he would help to de- 
feat every Republican Senator 
running for re-election, includ- 
ing Missouri's Senator Kem. 

He denied knowing of any 
“inside” move among his polit- 
ical advisers to “stop” Senator 
Kefauver (Dem.), of Tennessee 
in the latter’s race for the party 
nomination. The. President’s 

withdrawal will leave Kefauver 
as the only candidate in the 
New Hampshire Democtatic

humor during most of the Press 
conference, tightened perceptibly 
when he was asked about Senator 

McCarthy's attack this week on 
Philleo Nash, a special White 
House assistant. McCarthy as- 
serted that Nash, whose duties 
concern minorities in the popula- 
tion, had close associations with 
Communists in the 1940s, a 
charge that Nash categorically 
denied. 

Bristling, the President snapped 
that this was in the same line of 
attack as all the others that the 
pathological Mr. McCarthy, as 
he put it, has made against gov- 
ernment employes. 

Still with a razor-sharp. edge 
to his voice, he asked rhetorically 
whether McCarthy ever tells the 
truth, and then answered himself: 
If he does I haven't feund it out. 

Not Talking With Immunity. 

He went on to say that the 
Senator does not need informa- 
tion in order to be a character 
assassin—that’s His business. 
And, Truman continued with bit- 
ing pointedness, he, the Presi- 
dent, was not talking with im- 
munity. 

McCarthy, as a Senator, is im- 
mune from slander of libel law- 
suits growing out of any accu- 
sations or other remarks he 
makes on the Senate floor. At a 
press conference, President Tru- 
man does not have such immu- 
nity. 

When a reporter asked whether 
he could be quoted directly in his 
contemptuous references to Mc- 
Carthy, the President declined, 
suggesting his words be para- 
phrased. He refused consent on 
both the pathological reference 
and the one to character assassin 
but said there were two or three 
definitions of the word patholog- 
ical in the dictionary.

MOVE TO INDUCE 


SYMINGTON T 
RUN FOR SENATE 


Friends and Party Lead- 
ers Try to Get Him 
in Missouri Democratic 
Race. 


A move to induce W. Stuart 
Symington, retiring administrator 
of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, to run for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for United 
States Senator from Missouri, was 
undertaken ‘today by his friends 
and prominent Democratic lead- 
ers here. 

Jacob M. Lashly, former presi- 
dent of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation and a close personal 
friend of Symiington, said in a 
Statement that if Symington was 
convinced that “his country needs 
him for further public services, 
my guess is he might be willing 
to respond.” 


Not a Politician. 
Symington, who is retiring to 


-| private life after six and‘ a half 


years in government service, told 
the Post-Dispatch Monday on his 
return to St. Louis that “I am not 
a politician and’ I am not avail- 
able for public office.” 

His friends, however, feel that 
the former St. Louis. business 
leader could not say anything else 
at this time, pointing out he will 
continue as technical head of the 
RFC until Feb. 15, unless his suc- 
cessor’s appointment is confirmed 
by the Senate earlier. 


In his statement, Lashly said 
he doubted that Symington “could 
be induced to undertake a pitched 
battle for the nomination, but a 
real fight in the general election 
on principles and national policies 
would be a different matter.”, 

Lashly, an independent Demo- 
cratic leader, reported he had 
asked a number of persons how 
they felt about Symington as a 
senatorial candidate, and they told 
him without exception,.that they 
felt Symington’s qualifications 
are outstanding, and his services 
would be valuable to the state. 

Experience in National Affairs. 

“His experience in the defense 
establishment, National Security 
Resources Board, as well as his 
recent constructive work in the 
RFC, places him in a category of 
one of the best informed and 
most trusted men of the present 
day, both as to international and 
domestic affairs,’ Lashly de- 
clared. 

While the retiring RFC head 
“appears to be in splendid phys- 
ical condition,” Lashly said, his 
friends feel that Symingten ought 
to take a vacation to get out from 
under “the extreme pressures of 
the work he has been doing.”

Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
faces a parliamentary vote -f con- 
fidence today on his Conservative 
government’s super-austerity pro- 
gram to cure Britain’s economic 
ills. 

The Laborite opposition yester- 
day denounced the Conservatives’ 
proposed cuts in the welfare state 
program and challenged Churchill 
to a vote of confidence. 

A vote of no-confidence would 


mean the fall of the Conservative 
government, but Churchill seemed 
assured of Liberal support which 
would guarantee his majority in 
Parliament. * 


Attlee Assails Tory Program. 
Former Prime Minister Clem- 
ent Attlee accused the Govern- 
ment of demanding a blank check 
from Parliament to carry out the 
new austerity plan. The Labor 
party leader said the plan, put 
forth to save Britain from bank- 
ruptcy, asks for blanket approval 
of “any act whatever” that would 
ease this country’s gold-dollar 
shortage.

The‘story of Gen. Dean began 
when the Communists smashed 
across the thirty-eighth parallel 
in June, 1950. 

On July 21, 1950, Dean was 
reported missing. He and his 
men of the Twenty-Fourth Divi- 
sion were cut off, reports said, 
when Communists poured into 
burning Taejon. He was last 
seen shortly after he walked up 
to a command post and said, “I 
just got me a tank.”

It is not the. intention. of the 
subcommittee to lay out a de- 
tailed code of conduct for . the 
guidance of public officials or 
those dealing with~the Govern- 
ment. . 

“This subcommittee believes 
that, in those cases which may 
not be covered by the rules of 
conduct now published by the 
Civil Service Commission and 
other agencies of government, 
federal employes or persons deal- 
ing with the Government, by the 
reasonable exercise of good jucg- 
ment, can readily follow a course 
of conduct which will not over- 
step the bounds of legality or 
transgress accepted standards of 
morality and good ethics. 

However, the subcommittee is 
of. the opinion that worthwhile 
lessons-can be learned by exam- 
ining into and reporting the facts 
in specific cases involving alle- 
gations of misconduct, influence-

It is felt that public disclosures 
in such cases will tend to alert 
federal employes and the general 
public to their responsibilities in 
the handling of government af- 
fairs.

Firms Censured Also. 


This subcommittee and others 
have condemned influence ped- 
dlers and government employes 
who succumb to the blandish- 
ments of such influence peddlers. 
The subcommittee’is of the opin- 
ion that those private individuals 
or business firms who resort to 
the use of influence peddlers in 
their dealings with the Govern- 
ment or attempt by more direct 
methods improperly to influence 
government employes should be 
subject to the same censure. 

The influence seeker is equal- 
ly as guilty as the influence ped- 
dier or the government official 
who allows himself to be cor- 
rupted. It is thes considered 
opinion of the subcommittee that 
any firm or individual who seeks 
to bring improper ‘influence to 
bear on government departments 
or who has a background of in- 
fluence seeking should be 
barred from further business 
with the Government.

The subcommittee did not find 
that Mr. Boyle engaged in any 
activities which were ,either il- 
degal or immoral. However, when 
all of his actions: as disclosed by 
this investigation are considered, 
it is evident that Mr. Boyle failed 
to follow that course of conduct 
which the public rightly expects 
of the chairman or other officials 
of a major political party. 


“Officials of the major political 
parties whether paid or unpaid, 
hold positions in the nature ofa 
quasi-public trust and they must 
therefore follow the same stand- 
ards of conduct which are de- 


|'manded of public officials. 


They must not only refrain 
from acts which are illegal, im- 
moral. or patently improper, buf 
as is expected of a public official, 
they must also avoid the appear- 
ance of wrongdoing by avoiding 
that type of activity. which might 
lead the public to believe or sus- 
pect that chicanery is taking 
place. Mr. Boyle’s conduct was 
not such that it would dispel the 
appearance of wrongdoing. 

Furthermore the many confer- 
ences, telephone calls, and other 
contacts by representatives of the 
Democratic National Committee 
with RFC officials from 1948 to 
1951 have the effect of creating 
impression that the Demo- 
Committee was 
attempfing to influence the RFC 
in the handling of government 
loans. 

This subcommittee does not 
condemn representatives of 
either national committee for 
making appointments or routine 
inquiries on behalf of constituents 
who might have matters pending 
at the RFC or other executive

It should be obvious that any } 
‘unusual display of interest by the 
Demecratic National Committee 
in an official matter pending in 
a government department during 
a Democratic administration un- 
doubtedly tends to influence the 
judgment of the government em- 
ployes handling such matters. 


“Undue Interest.” 

And notwithstanding the fact 
that each one of the five (RFC) 
directors —three Democrats and 
two Republicans—said that no 
pressure was brought upon them 
by Mr. Boyle or any member of 
the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, or any member of the Re- 
publican National Committee with 
reference to any loan pending be- 
fore: the RFC, yet the fact re- 
mains that these incessant calls 


of undue interest on the part of 
the committee in certain pending 
loans. 

There is no evidence that any- 
thing illegal resulted from the 
business relationship which ex- 
isted between Turney Gratz and 
Mr. Boyle. However, the subcom- 
mittee does not condone the pri- 
vate employment of Gratz by 
Boyle at a time when Gratz. was 
employed by the RFC and Boyle 
was an official of the Democratic 
National Committee, because such 
relationships give rise to a sus- 
picion of impropriety. 

The subcommittee is of the 
opinion that a government official 
should not accept full—or part- 
time—employment with a national 
political committee or any of- 
ficer thereof. 

The available facts indicate that 
the three RFC loans to Carthage 
Hydrocol, Inc., totaling $18,500,- 
000, were made in accordance 
with the regular lending policies 
of the RFC. Although Mr. Guy 
George Gabrielson worked on 
these loans as counsel and later 
as’ president of the corporation, 
all of the loans were made before 
he*became chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee in 
August 1949. 

However, the investigation re- 
vealed that since Mr. Gabrielson 
has been national chairman, he 
is known to have contacted RFC 
officials on 17 occasions in con- 
nection with the servicing of 
these loans, including two re- 
quests for modifications of the 
loan terms.

BONN, Jan. 31 (AP) — Hun- 
dreds of West German police 
raided offices of the Communist 
party and Nazi-type Socialist 
Reich party today and seized 
their secret: records. 

The police struck at dawn, act- 
ing on orders of the federal con- 
stitutional court, which is seek- 
ing evidence of subversive activi- 
ties. The government has filed 
suit in the court to outlaw both 
parties as hostile to the state. 

There were no: arrests and the 
raids took place without incident, 
authorities said. Police grabbed 
stacks of propaganda, bank rec- 
ords and confidential files. 


Socialist Reich Party. 


Concern ovei the growth of the 
Nazi-like Socialist Reich party 
has been expressed by both the 
government of west German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer and 
the United States occupation au- 
thorities. 

Just 10 days ago United States 
High Commissioner John J. Mc- 
Cloy said a public opinion poll 
taken by his staff disclosed that 
only 20 per cent of the Germans 
would do anything to prevent rise 
of another Nazi party. The survey 
showed that 13 per cent would 
support such a party—a situation 
McCloy said was ‘“incomprehen- 
ible.” He saw no immediate 
threat of a rebirth of Nazism, but 
admonished the Germans against 
political apathy. 

The Communists have made no 
secret of the fact that they are 
out to wreck the West German 
government. Their latest move is 
a threat to call a strike in the

: A bill providing for control and 
}regulation of traffic in the unin- 
| corperated sections of St. Louis 
/county and creating a traffic di- 
| Vision for enforcement of the reg- 
| ulations was passed yesterday by 
| the County Council. The vote 
i was 5 to 0. 

Effective.date of the regulatory 
measure will be March 19, the 
1 same date on which a new state 
law, authorizing prosecution in 
magistrate court of violators of 
ordinances adopted by the County 
Council, becomes effective. 

The new traffic division of the 
county will be headed by a traf- 


fic commissioner to be appointed 
by the county supervisor, chief 
administrative officer of the 
county government, subject to ap- 
proval by the council. 


Enforcement Drastialinihd. 


Enforcement of the traffic 
regulations. will be by deputy 
sheriffs and deputy. constables, 
who will be hired specifically for 
that purpose and whose duties 
are to be restricted to traffic 
regulation. They will be paid 
from general revenue of the 
county. 


The bill authorizes establish- 
ment of 20, 30, 40 and 50 miles- 
an-hour speed zones on roadways 
in the unincorporated areas; pro- 
hibits persons driving autovaobiles 
while under the influence of in- 
toxicating liquor or drugs, and 
requires drivers to use either 
hand or electric signals when 

} turning, or stopping. 

Also, the new law establishes 
a traffic bureau, similar to that 
Eeevartie in the St. Louis Police 
| Department, where violators of 
traffic regulations may pay their 

fines, either in person, or by mail, 
and avoid the necessity of appear- 
fing in court. Fines for violation 
of the. various provisions of the 
traffic code range from $1 to $5. 


Traffic Commission, Duties. 


A traffic commission, composed 
of the chairman of the Traffic 
Committee of the Council, the 
county highway engineer and rep- 
resentatives of the county coun- 
| selor’s office, 
each of the four constables’ of- 
fices, is created in the bill. It’s

“While labor and business are 
represented in subdivisions of 
OIM this is not adequate for the 
protection of all interests. We 
look to you for data which will 
enable all to anticipate industrial 
ahd employment trends so that 
all may plan to conserve their 
interests.” 

‘Equal Sacrifice.’ 

Green stated that in his letter 
that he was writing Wilson as 
“the trustee of the nation’s econ- 
omy.” The AFL, he said recog- 
nizes defense needs should have 
prior consideration but maintains 
that allocations for civilian use 
be made in accord with the prin- 
ciple of “equal sacrifice.” 

The executive council pointed 
out ‘that at the outset the Con- 
trolled Materials Plan was de- 
signed to assure supplies of steel, 
copper and aluminum for defense 
production on the basis that de- 
fense production would constitute 
10 per cent of total production, 
expanding to 20 per cent by 1951. 

“In the beginning it seemed 
that assurance of supplies to en- 
terprises with defense contracts 
would suffice,” the council stated, 
“but, as always happens, controls 
expand. 

“Now practically all metal pro- 
ducing and metal using industries 
are controlled, many even to end 
products. Suggestions, apparently 
official, begin to forecast at least 
10 years of defense. 

“This would mean a generation

Unruly Siiiestatiacics? 


‘Parades Could Disgust Voters — Possible 
G:0.P, Deadlock May Result in Dragged- 
om Affair - — Reforms Offered.

This novel question is worrying the Democratic and Republican 


headquarters staffs who estimate 


that more than 60 million persons 


will be watching in comfort and detachment -the quadrennial 
political shows from their living rooms, clubs and taverns, miles 
away from the amphitheatre in the Chicago stockyards. 


These staffs have as yet found 
no answer to two traditional con- 
vention situations that may nau- 
seate the inexperienced onlookers |’ 
who have been told that a na- 
tional political convention is “the 
greatest show on earth.” The 
problems are (1) how to shorten 
the utterly nonsensical, useless 
“spontaneous” demonstrations for 
candidates and (2) how to cut 
down the number and length of 
the exhausting nominating and 
seconding speeches. 


Ultimate Reached in 1924. 

The silly demonstrations and 
the longwinded speeches have 
been the bane of persons attend- 
ing the conventions as delegates, 
spectators and reporters. These 
sorry spectacles reached what 
seemed the ultimate in the 14-day 
grind at the deadlocked Madison 
Square Garden convention of 1924 
when John W. Davis was chosen 
as the Democratic presidential 
nominee on the 103rd ballot after 
William Gibbs McAdoo and Al- 
fred S. Smith had knocked each 
other ouf. 

Some politicians, particularly 
the Republicans who think a 
deadlock between Senator Taft 
and General Eisenhower is pos- 
sible at Chicago, fear their party 
may lose the November election 
because of the voters’ disgust cre- 
ated by an unruly and prolonged 
convention. 

Typical of such sentiments is a 
letter written by Maynard Hutch- 
inson of Cambridge, Mass., a 
member of the state Republican 
finance committee, to National 
Chairman. Guy Gabrielson. 

Offers Streamlining Plan. 

Hutchinson, who said he attend- 
ed the 1936 Republican conven- 
tion as a delegate, outlined a re- 
organization plan to make the 
Chicago convention more digni- 


fied and efficient than those of 


the past. 

Speaking of the probable effect 
of television coverage, the former 
Republican delegate observed: 

“In my opinion, voters, particu- 
larly the so-called ‘independents,’ 
have become increasingly disgust- 
ed with what goes on at conven- 
tions of both parties. Television 
will intensify this disgust.” 

Hutchinson proposed, 
other things: 

1. Limit nominating speeches to 
30 minutes or less. 

2. Limit demonstrations to five 
minutes with no parades. 

“The present undignified, mo- 
ronic and drunken ballyhoo is an 
insult to the intelligence of the 
electorate and is of no avail as 
far as changing votes is con- 
cerned,” he wrote. “Men of the 
character and caliber worthy of 
consideration for the highest of- 
fice in the world would indorse 
this idea and, I believe, would in- 
dividually or collectively sign a 
statement requesting their sup- 
porters to comply with this regu- 
lation.” 

Hutchinson told Gabrielson that 
his “timely reform” had the unan- 
imous approval of a hundred run- 
of-the-mill voters he had talked 
with in the last four years. 

The convention ne attended at 
Cleveland in 1936 was really a 
mild affair compared with some 
others. Old-time reporters and 
politicians still speak with fear 
and awe about the 1912 Demo- 
cratic convention at Baltimore 
where former Speaker Champ 
Clark of Missouri, despite his 
“houn dawg” song and show, was 
defeated by Woodrow Wilson. 


Horrible Examples. 

In more recent times the Madi- 
son Square Garden fiasco of 1924, 
the Republican convention of 1940 
that nominated Wendell Willkie 
at Philadelphia and Roosevelt's 
“third term” convention at Chi- 
cago the same year, stand out as 
horrible examples of what cheap 
ballyhoo can do. 

In this reporter’s opinion, Mad- 
ison Square Garden marathon 
was the hardest to endure. Not 
only did it go on for 14 days and 
103 ballots but, in general, the 
contending groups were the most 
unattractive of the lot. On the 
one hand were the tough Tam-

After McAdoo had been put in 
nomination there was a “spon- 
taneous” demonstration that last- 
ed an hour, It had required two 
weeks for son aoe of signs 
and posters, bands and hired par- 
ticipants. The =o day Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, standing on crutch- 
es, made the nominating speech 
-for Al Smith. Not to be outdone 
by the McAdoos, the sturdy Tam- 
manyites demonstrated for an hour 
and thirty minutes. Throughout 
the hall were organized groups, 
some with fire sirens, some with

more widespread and devastating 
if the demonstrators get out of 
hand. 


The Willkie convention of 1940 
was one of the few in which the 
demonstrators had any effect on 
the delegates. At this Philadel- 
phia upset it was the packed gal- 
leries that raised the roof with 
the shout of ‘‘we want Willkie.” 
There were several other impor- 
tant factors in the bushy-haired 
Willkie’s victory over Senator 
Taft and Gov. Dewey. but the 
well-planned show helped the 
public, utility president lick the 
professiomal politicians. 


‘Voice From the Sewer.’ 

Roosevelt at Chicago in 1940 
was notable for the “voice ,from 
the sewer,” egging the paraders 
on with the continuous shout “we 
want Roosevelt.” Tom Garry, the 
commissioner of sewers for .Chi- 
cago, had arranged or foufid a 
public address microphone under- 
neath the convention floor and 
during the demonstration his 
voice drowned out even the organ 
playing “Happy Days Are Here 
Again.” This episode did not 
help F.D.R. 


At the same convention Paul 
McNutt had packed the galleries 
with American Legion and other 


supporters and put on a pro- 
longed show for the vice-presi- 
dential nomination. His shouting 
crowds, however, coyld not match 
the potency of Rod§evelt’s voice 
over the telephone to Harry Hop- 
kins directing the nomination of 
Henry A. Wallace. 


Hutchinson, in his letter to 
Chairman Gabrielson, displayed a 
naivete in calling for a limitation 
of 30 minutes on nominating 
speeches and a signed statement 
from candidates instructing their 
supporters to abstain from pa- 
rades. 

The Republicans already have a 

rule limiting a single nominating 
speech to 15 minutes and four 
seconding speeches to five min- 
utes for each candidate. In 1948, 
the Democrats formally limited 
the nominating speech to 2@ min- 
utes and the seconding ‘speeches 
(number not sbecified) to five 
minutes. 


Rules Never Enforced. | 

Sugh rules, however, are never 
enforced by the convention chair- 
marmand no way has yet been de- 
vised’ to stop the demonstrations, 
which are, as a matter of fact, 
usually ordered by the candidates 
for the highest office in the world. 

Also, many convention dele- 
gates and alternates love to join 
in these parades and shouting 
matches. They have come hun- 
dreds of miles to participate in a 
convention and while the bosses 
are arranging the deals under- 
neath the platform or in smoke- 
filled hotel rooms they want some- 
thing to do and something to talk 
about when they get back home. 
Some high officials think they are 
compelled to enter into the spirit 
of the occasion. One of the un- 
forgettable pictures this reporter 
has of one of the Roosevelt con- 
ventions is that of the tall and 
immaculately dressed Sumner 
Welles carrying a Maryland ban- 
ner in a crushing, rumba-like pa- 
rade while the dignified Cordell 
Hull remained in his seat in the 
Tennessee delegation vigorously 
waving an American flag. 

What will happen over televi- 
sion when a demonstration starts 
at either convention? Party head- 
quarters spokesmen say they will 
let them run their course be- 
cause such shows are “in the 
American tradition.” 


All Sessions to Be Televised. 

There will be continuous tele- 
vision of every session of the 
conventions, with shots of the 
platform, the general floor pic- 
ture, the various delegations and 
the delegates addressing the 
chair. This will be a pooled job 
with the networks making their 
own arrangements for distributing 
it throughout the country. 

Nobody, sitting in a home or a 
club, warts to watch a demon- 
stration for a half hour or an 
hour, with a constant din com- 
ing in over the receiver. Some 
experts think the networks will 
have standby studio shows in re- 
serve that can be substituted with 
frequent cut-ins from the con- 
vention to show that the fatuous 
fol-de-rol is still going on. Mean- 
while, those in the hall will have 
to sweat. through to the end, 
hoping that an impromptu fist 
fight over a state banner will 
break the monotony. 

The televised speeches present 
another problem. When dele- 
gate Joe Doakes of Podunk real- 
izes that he is being seen and 
heard by a potential television 
audience of 60,000,000 persons 
is he going to give up his pl&ce 
on the platform, five-minute rule 
or no five-minute rule? The an-

Ohio primary law requires dele- 
gates to be pledged both to a first 
and second choice. Originally, 
therefore, Murray Lincoln, head 
of the Ohio Farm Bureau, was 
offered the No. 2 spot on the Ke- 
fauver ticket. Lincoln declined 
when pressure was applied from 
Washington—he was told that if 
he accepted he would have to re- 
sign his advisory post on the 
State Department’s Point IV pro- 
gram.

Since then, spurred on by .what Korea has 
signified to the Administration,. we have spent 
freely and pushed ahead with what is probably 
all the vigor we possess. In fiscal 1952, the pro- 
gram will cost approximately a billion and three- 
quarters, with about the same sum budgeted for 
the following year. 

But on top of this expansion another and far 
larger program is in the offing. President Tru- 
man is expected to ask soon for an additional 
five or six billion, to be spent probably after 
June 1953. This would be for contract authori- 
zations enabling a old increase in our atomic 
‘preserve and provi the ‘base for the “fan- 
tastic new weapons” the President says are in 
prospect. Such a program would dwarf the 
present expansion and make the pre-Korean 
effort seem almost minute by comparison.

For the ninth largest 
city in the United States to deny its citizens self- 
government is to disavow faith in democracy in 
the one American community with which visit- 
ors from overseas are most familiar. 

A very modest home rule bill passed the Sen- 
ate last week. Let the House District com- 
mittee report it out promptly—or disclose that 
its supporters must resort to a petition to 
discharge the committee. For if this committee 
intends to be the graveyard again, the sooner a 
start is made on obtaining the 218 signatures 
required to. discharge the committee the better. 

This is a non-partisan issue as shown by the 
fact that House supporters in the past have 
included for example, Republican Representative 
Auchincloss of New Jersey and Democrat Fran- 
cis W. Walter of Pennsylvania, veteran members.

Congress wanted to hear 
that Britain stood for “prompt, resolute and 
effective” action in the Far East, and Parliament 
wanted to hear that the “prompt, resolute and 
effective” action Britain stood for would be 
decided by Parliament. Mr. Churchill satisfied 
them both. 

So it appears that no agreement has been 
reached on the American proposal for a declara- 
tion warning China that she would be bombed 
and blockaded if the Korean aggression is re- 
newed. Perhaps it is just as well. For even if 
the United Nations agreed that such a policy 
should be adopted, there might be disadvantages 
to declaring it in advance. There is much wis- , 
dom in Mr, Churchill’s words: 

It is not wise when a war is going on to 
tell everything always to everybody, includ- 


ing the enemy. They might, I think, some- 
times be left something to guess about.

VATICAN CITY, Jan. 31 (UP) 
-—Pope Pius XII said today there 
is need for greater application of 
Christianity and “really human” 
principles in. relations between 
employers and employes. 

Addressing the National Coun- 
cil of the Christian Union of Busi- 
ness Owners and Managers, the 
Pope said the evil of the present 
social order is its emphasis on 
technical and economic factors. 


“The great misery of the exist- 
ing social order is that it is 
neither deeply. Christian nor 
really human, but only technical 
and economic,” the Pontiff said, 
“and that it does not rest on that 
which should be the base and 
solid foundation of its unity— 
that is to say, the common char- 
acter of mankind as sons of God 
through the grace of His divine 
adoption.” 


The Pope referred to the en- 
cyclical letter of his predecessor, 
Pius XI, which advocated just 
wages for workers and opportu- 
nities for wage earners to ac- 
quire “a certain moderate own- 
ership” of property. 

Obviously referring to Commu- 
nist principles, the Pope said the 
‘encyclical “did not encourage 
the pursuance of a road leading 
toward forms of an anonymous 
collective responsibility.” He 
added: 


’ “You must, instead, follow the 
only safe road, that which en- 
deavors to animate personal re- 
lationships with feelings of 
Christian brotherhood. ... By 
following this road you will be 
capable of lifting the personal 
dignity of the worker to greater 
efficiency, not only in'a material 
manner but also and above all 
giving it the values of a true com- 
munity.”

It wasn’t so much the time of 
the decision as it was the two- 
fisted punching which Henty dis- 
played to polish off a scrapper 
who tapped him with a left hook 
and staggered him in the open- 
ing 10 seconds of the battle. 

“He didn’t hurt me,” Henry 
said. “I sort of. slipped, too, 
and his hit was as much a push 
as a hit.”

The only punch he 
hit me with was a left, some time 
before I slipped. 

“I really knew I had him when 
the referee (Freddie Gilmore) 
waved me off.”

Frozen vegetables. are a work- 
ing girl’s best friend, because you 
can break off just the Smount 
you need and leave the remainder 
frozen. The frozen mixed vege- 
tables can be’ combined with tuna 
for a casserole; or add meat and 
onions and you have a quick-and- 
easy stew. 

The smaller sizes of canned 
goods will go a long way toward

Broccoli, that aristocrat of the 
cabbage family, also is consider- 
ably cheaper. Carrots are appre- 
ciably less expensive; peppers 
moderately so; and spinach just 
slightly weaker. Eggplant has 
come down to normal levels; both 
cauliflower and celery cabbage 
are favorably priced for the con- 
sumer. 


There are plenty of tomatoes on 
the market, but you may have a 
little trouble finding ripe ones. 
To avoid disappointment, you will 
be wise to buy them a few days 
in advance and let them ripen. 

If potato prices have been giv- 
ing you concern, here is a tip: 
Consider the Northern potatoes, 
both red and white, They lack 
eye appeal because they are grown 
in very dark soil and are not 
washed and waxed, but they are 
good potatoes at more reasonable 
prices. 

A few variety items, here in 
limited supply: Pole beans and 
wax beans from Florida’ French 
endive; California peas-in-the- 
pod, delicious but expensive; yel- 
low straight-necked squash.

Any one who has ever been to 
Mexico has come away with a real 
taste for Mexican food. Tortillas, 
which are part of the well-known 
enchiladas, are made by every 
Mexican housewife who puts the 
prepared dried corn through a 
mill, then molds the flat thin 
cakes by working the “masa” be- 
tween the palms of her hands. 
These thin cakes are fried, then 
put together with a peppery to- 
mato sauce and served with pinto 
or kidney beans. 

For ‘the American palate many 
of these hot Mexican recipes are 
better when modifed. This may 
be anathema for the purist but 
since most homemakers here do 
not have an entire lazy day in 
which to prepare one dish, these 
short-cuts are both pardonable 
and tasty. 

Here are the recipes for several 
adapted Mexican dishes: 

ENCHILADAS. 

Makes six servings. 

Two tablespoons shortening 

One half cup chopped onion. 

One half cup chopped green 
pepper ' 

One clove garlic, mashed 

One half pound ground beef. 

Two tablespoons flour 

One half teaspoon salt 

One tablespoon chili powder 

One cup cooked tomatoes 

Two cups water. 

Eighteen , tortillas (see receipe 
below). 

About one half cup grated sharp 
cheese ‘* 


Sauce: 


Lightly brown onion, green 
pepper, garlic and ground beef 
in shortening. Add flour, salt 
and chili powder to meat mix- 
ture, combining thoroughly. Add 
tomatoes and water; simmer for 
15 minutes. 


Enchiladas: 


For each enchilada dip 3 tor- 
tillas into the hot saute. Stack 
on a plate, placing one tables- 
spoon. of the sauce between each 
tortilla. 

Pour the remaining saute over 
the top of the stacked tortillas 
and sprinkle with grated sharp 
cheese, Serve immediately. Serves 
six, 

TORTILLAS. 


Three cups enriched corn meal. 
1 cup sifted enriched flour. 
Four teaspoons salt. 

Two cups boiling wafer. 
One-fourth cup shortening. 


Mix together corn meal, flour 
and salt. Stir boiling water into 
corn meal mixture. Add shorten- 
ing, mixing well. 

Shape corn meal mixture into 
18 balls, about 144-inches in di- 
ameter. Let balls stand for 20 
minutes. Flatten each ball be- 
tween 2 sheets of waxed paper 
to make a circle about 414-inches 
in diameter. 

Bake on a hot ungreased griddle 
until lightly browned on under- 
neath side. Turn and brown on 
the other side. Makes 18 tor- 
tillas. 

Tortas de Carne. 
These might be termed the

Mexican version of the American 
hamburger: 
One pound ground lean beef. 
One cup finely minced parsley. 
One cup finely chopped onion. 
Three tablespoons grated Par- 
mesan cheese. 
One. small egg. 
__One-half teaspoon monosodium 
glutamate. 
One teaspoon salt. 
One heaping cup fine dry bread 
crumbs. 
Cooking oil. 


Mix together the beef, parsley, 
onion, cheese, egg, salt dnd mono- 
sodium glutamate. Shape mixture 
into 16 balls. Spread crumbs on 
a large sheet of waxed paper on 
a bread board. Roll one of the 
balls in the crumbs, then flatten 
with the palm of the hand. Con- 
tinue to pat and turn in the 
crumbs. until the patty is~ well 
crumbed and about four inches in 


diameter. Repeat with remaining} 


balls and chill all in refrigerator. 
Heat enough oil in the skillet to 
fry patties to a golden brown on 
both sides. Drain and serve hot 
with a tomato sauce. Serves eight. 


Almendrada. 


Soften one envelope plain gela- 
tin in one-fourth cup cold water 
for five minutes, then dissolve 
in three-fourth cup boiling water. 
Beat five egg whites with one- 
fourth teaspoon salt until stiff 
but not dry. Add gradually three- 
fourths cup sugar, beating until 
the mixture stands in peaks. Beat 
in slightly thickened cooled gela- 
tine and one teaspoon almond ex- 
tract then fold in one-fourth cup 
roasted, blanched almonds which 
have been coarsely chopped. 
Divide mixture into three equal 
parts. Tint one part with green 
food coloring to a delicate color 
and a second part with a drop or 
two of red food coloring a deli- 
cate pink. Sprinkle one-fourth 
cup roasted, blanched, chopped 
almonds over the bottom of 2 wet 
mold or loaf pan, about two-quart 
capacity. Spread first the green, 
then the white and last the pink 
layer in the mold. Chill until 
firm. Serve with a custard sauce 
made by scalding one and one- 
half cups milk. Beat five egg 
yolks with one-half cup cold milk, 
one-half cup sugar, one teaspoon 
vanilla, and a dash of salt. 
Gradually add the scalded milk 
while stirring is continued. Cook 
over hot water until mixture 
coats a metal spoon. Pour at once 


into a cold bowl. Chill before 


serving. 

The gelatin mixture must have 
cooled until it is fairly thick or 
it will not beat.

And Mountain Range

E’RE coming to know southern California like 
we know the fields at Possum Trot Farm, for 
already we’ye been up and down and back and 
ete . forth across it half 
‘a.dozen times. Our 

entry into the state

real adventure, though 

it turned out well 

enough in the end. 

The route from El 

Centro at the south- 

ern edge of the Im- 

perial Valley, on out 

to the coast, generally 

leads across Highway 

80 directly to San 

Diego. But our first 

port of call was Ocean- 

side, some 40 . miles 

to northward. And 

since there is a direct 

road from El Centro to Oceanside which appears, 

on the map, as broad as a super-highway and 

Straight as a string, this is the way we were 

routed. We drove north to Brawley, another boom- 

ing town in the Imperial Valley, then up along 

the shores of the Salton Sea. This area, which 

today. lies 250 feet below sea level, was once an 

extension of the Gulf of Lower California but was 

finally cut off by a dike of silt built up at the 
mouth of the Colorado river. |

AT KANE SPRINGS we turned westward again, 
but not before the highway employes at the truck 
checking station gave us the somewhat disturbing 
news that we must traverse 60 miles of track- 
less road through the Anza Desert State Park and 
Los Coyotes Reservation. Then we'd climb the 
Santa Ysabel mountains on a narrow road full of 
switch-backs, which had been impassable the day 
before because of the snow. We'd pass, along 
the way, the’place named Cuyamaca which means 
“Here the rain ends” in the language of the local 
Indian tribes. If we made it to Julian, said our 
informants, we’d be over the top of the mountains 
and could coast down to the Pacific, unless there 
Was snow on the downward trail.

GINNIE AND I STUDIED the maps and looked 
at the long back-haul necessary if we returned to 
El Centro, We studied the cloudless sky above 
us and the snow on distant peaks. But we find 
deserts hard to resist, so we checked the water in 
the radiator and made sure the gas tank was full 
and headed west. This Anza State Park is really 
a desert and is one of the wilderness areas which 
our new friend Guy Fleming of the Torrey Pines 
helped survey and plan. It contains nearly half 
a million acres where the annual rainfall hardly 
exceeds three inches and where, during the dry 
cycles which seem to hit this western country 
periodically, a year may pass with no precipitation 
whatever. The Anza is a typical example of the 
great Colorado-Mohave desert which is joined by 
the Sonoran on the south and the Great Basin 
desert of Nevada and Utah on the north. Here 
an “jndicator plant” is the ocotillo cactus, also 
called the coachwhip or flaming sword, which 
grows to a height of nearly 20 feet.

THERE ARE MANY OTHER interesting desert 
species found in the Anza Park at various eleva- 
tions»the Joshua tree, several kinds of yucca, palo 
yerde, prickly pear, barrel cactus, mesquite and 
greasewood, to mention only a few. of the more 
common ones. Certain characteristics will be found 
in nearly all of them. They have thick, succulent 
leaves or stems which can store water; most of 
the leaves are shiny, bard and brittle so that 
they lose almost no water through respiration, as 
do our deciducts trees.’ Their roots, as in the 
case of mesquite, may go down 60 feet or more 
to find a source of underground water. And 
finally, they are so thorny as to discourage heavy 
browsing .by livestock. 

There are also a number of wild animals which 
manage to survive in this dry land; among them 
the coyote, some small furbearers like the skunk 
and opossum (which is an import from the mid- 
west that has done well in California), and the 
desert mountain sheep. We stopped now and 
then as we approached the high country to sweep 
the hills with our binoculars, but with no success. 
About half-way across the desert, a road turned 
off to Borrego Springs which intrigued us because 
we knew it must be a place as completely isolated 
from the world of cities as is possible to find 
today. Sometime we're coming back to visit it. 


THE ROAD OVER the Santa Ysabels was steep 
and barely wide enough for us to make the hairpin 
turns. Each time the nose of the car seemed to 
poke itself out into space; you could look back to 
see a dozen switchbacks and beyond. them the road 
stretching away in a straight line across the desert 
until it lost itself in the haze. As we climbed higher 
we met melting snow but, by good fortune, no 
frozen areas. The day had turned warm and at 
Julian we crossed the range and were soon coast- 
ing down into a green landscape in sharp contrast 
to the beautiful though desolate country through 
which we had driven all morning. First came roll- 
ing pasture lands and live oak trees where white- 
face cattle grazed. Then there were vineyards and 
groves of avocados, English walnuts, lemons and 
oranges, with many of the latter apparently near- 
ing the time of harvest.

OUR DRIVE FOR THAT DAY ended at Ocean- 
side where, for the first time, the wind carried 
to us the salt smell of the sea. Our Audubon hosts 
lived in a house set high above the Pacific where 
the gulls wheeled and circled against the setting 
sun. The weather wasn’t as warm as we'd have 
liked it and the storm warnings up and down the 
coast presaged more rain. Yet this was the first 
season of good rzinfall in almost a decade, and 
in a land where water is more precious than 
jewels and must be piped in from the mountains 
nearly a thousand miles away, we had not the heart 
to complain about the weather.

HE most puzzling wedding problem ever sent to me is 
T described in the following letter: “The church in’ which 

my daughter is being married is just around the corner 
from where we live. The reception is being held at a country 
club. However, on the particular day they must choose (be- 
cause of the sailing date of a cruise they are booked for) the 
only hours available at church and at the club involve an hour 
and a half wait between the ceremony and the reception. In 
order to fill this gap, it is my idea to invite the guests to our 
‘ house after the ceremony to see the wedding gifts. Will you 
* please tell me if this would be proper? If so, how can I make 
this fact known to the guests? Do I include it on the wed- 
ding invitations, or how?” : 

This long wait between the ceremony and the reception 
is certainly difficult to bridge, and I can’t help wondering 
why if all the guests can crowd into your house to look at 
the gifts, this may not at the same time be the reception? 
The only addition necessary for the collation would be the 
service of punch and small -andwiches and wedding cake. 

However, if the plan is to be carried through ‘as sug- 
gested, the bride and groom and their attendants should go 
directly to the club where a room could surely be provided 
for them in which to wait for the guests, because if they are 
seen at the house, that would become the reception. At the 
bottom of the reception invitations in smaller print, the fol- 
lowing note could be added: “Presents will be on display at 
Mr. and Mrs. Brown's house, in the interim between the cere- 
mony and the reception.” 


Some of the party's stand-by 
presses and equipment are kept 
in dead storage against the day 
when they may have to be used.

Because of my close affiliation 
with commercial printing houses, 
I was invited to inspect the new- 
est “secret” party press in Bos- 
ton, a complete, modern shop set 
up to handle job printing by the 
offset method. The party asked 
me to look over the plant and 
offer any suggestions for ef- 
ficient operation. 

I did a thorough job for the 
party. Then I went a step fur- 
ther. “Let me have a few sam- 
ples of your work to show 
around,” I suggested. “Perhaps 
I can throw some work your way.” 
I was given a full set of all the 


- types of work produced on the 


press. 

It was most considerate of the 
party to let me have them. They 
went directly to the FBI, where 
they doubtless are still on file— 
a set of “fingerprints” with, dis- 
tinctive. characteristics through 
which any work turned out in the 
future by the same press ca 
easily be traced. . 

Many of the most highly secret 
documents were produced on the 
little headquarters mimeograph 
machine which I had rebuilt and 
frequently operated. In the fall 
of 1945, the party carefully 
screened 1500 Communists in the 
Boston area to attend a super- 
secret training school in Marxism. 
I was selected as one of the 16 
candidates. i 


UTLINES for the course were 
(* ~repared from a master copy 
provided by the party’s na- 
tional headquarters. Extreme cau- 
tion was decreed to prevent the 
study outline from falling into the 
hands of any comrade outside the 
school. A limited number of copies 
was run off on the mimeograph, 
enough for each of the 16 stu- 
dents and the instructors who 
would handle the training course. 
It was a valuable document. It 
showed how Marxism was to be 
taught in Boston, and elsewhere 
too no doubt, as a living and 
fighting force, applicable to our 
own times and our own country. 
It was a simple matter to get into 
the hands of the FBI. After each 
stencil was typed, I slipped out 
the thin fiber papers lining the 
backing sheets, stuffed them into 
my pockets, and mailed them to 
the FBI.~ The Government had 
the full course outline before any 
of the students saw it.

The secret teacher training 
course was scheduled for eight 
sessions, one night a week, to be 
held in October and November, 
1945, at fhe West End Communist 
Club off Scollay Square in down- 
town Boston. 

At the table, Fanny Hartman 
sat in whispered conversation 
with a woman whose back was 


turned to me but whose hair, 


even under the dim light, was 
markedly red. 


The young woman with the red - 


hair was Dr. Hulda McGarvey. 
I had previously encountered 
Hulda in connection with the Sam 
Adams School for Social Studies, 
and regarded her as one of many 
misguided liberals enticed into 
teaching posts in the Communist 
front training school. 

But I was shocked to see her 
here in the inner circle of the 
Communist party, a graduate of 
Smith College and Columbia Uni- 
versity, a former instructor at 
Mount Holyoke College and as 
assistant professor of psychology 
at Smith, a highly regarded aca- 
demician, unknown for any inti- 
— Communist party connec- 

ons. 
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F about HARTMAN ~- glanced 


about the room, and, assured 

that her full class was as- 
sembled, she passed out the course 
outlines. : 

“Comrades,” her soft voice was 
like the stropping of a razor in 
the still room. “You will have 
the responsibility of training our 
cadres so that they in turn can go 
out and win the workers to the 
struggle against the 
Fascist imperialists of the world 
—and in particular, the United 
States...” 


Fanny turned the class. over to 
Hulda McGarvey, who started us 
off with the party definition of 
the three classes of society. , 


First, she said, there is the 
bourgeoisie, the 60 top capitalist 
class families who own and con- 
trol the nation’s means. of pro- 
duction. These people she said, 
inevitably are the enemies of the 
working class, and, with some 
notable exceptions in the case of 
disgruntled and idealistic mem- 
bers, cannot be won to the Com- 
munist side. It is this class which 
must be attacked without mercy, 
which in the end must be crushed, 
together with their state machine 
for the exploitation of the work- 
ing class, she said. 


Within a few days I found 
another cryptographic message on 
my desk requesting a personal 
contact with the FBI the follow- 
ing morning. I left the house 
early for work, and stopped at a

diner near the city limits. 

As I stepped to the counter I 
was greeted in a loud voice by a 
man behind me, seated in a cor-

ner coat pocket. “I have those 
pictures we took at the picnic.” 
He produced a sheaf of snapshots 
and passed them across the table 
to me. On the top was a smiling 
young woman, a child on each 
side of her.

Next was a close-up of me in 
semi-profile, wearing hat and top- 
coat, with the doorway of No. 3 
Hancock street plainly visible in 
the background. “Not bad,” I 
said. There followed in succes- 
sion pictures of Dr.. Hulda Mc- 
Garvey, Fanny Hartman, my old 


friends Joy and Margot Clark, . 


and each one of the students of 
the secret Hancock Street School, 
all snapped as they left the build- 
ing. The faces had the pale- 
lipped, ghostly translucence of in- 
fra-red “black-light” photography. 

“By the way, .some of that 
crowd that came with you I didn’t 
know too well,” he said, “would 
you mind putting down their 
names for my album?” I turned 
the pictures over. Several of 
them, including some I didn’t 
know, were already marked “Iden- 
tified.” The rest I filled in as 
best I could, either with their 
party pseudonyms or their real 
names, and in. the end nearly 
every one in the course was 
pinned down for the FBI files. 

The special class continued, 
one night a week, two hours or 
more each session, constantly in- 
creasing in anti-capitalist and 
revolutionary intensity. More than 
25 textbooks were used—"‘Politi- 
cal Economy,” by Leontiev; “Val- 
ue, Price and Profit,” by Marx; 
“Socialism, Utopian and Scien- 
tific,” by Engels; “Imperialism,” 
by Lenin, “Milestones in the His- 
tory of the Communist Party 
U.S.A.,” by Bittelman. 

This was ostensibly nothing 
more than a study of the classics, 
as any of these people would 
have insisted on a witness stand.

MERICAN food customs have

My grand- 
thother would have been shocked 
at the modern breakfast and per- 
haps at. the comparative simplic- 
ity of. the other meals of the day. 
I can just hear her say, “You 
don’t eat enough to feed a bird.” 
She liked sausage or ham, grid- 
dle cakes or muffins at breakfast. 
There was also always a plate of 
cookies and doughauts which she 
would press upon us, 


She thought that my father was 
very extravagant when he bought 
crates of oranges during the 
season, especially as there were 
always plenty of apples in the 
cellar and jars and jars of canned 
fruit. She also criticized my 
mother for using so many cans 
of tomatoes which, she declared, 
were too acid. How she would 
have scorned orange juice and 
tomato juice for breakfast serv- 
ice! Grapefruit, in those days, 
was a dessert luxury and not to 
be used at an ordinary meal, 

Today, we alternate these 
fruits and fruit juices at break- 
fast. As a change, we can also 
use the fortified frozen grape 
juice concentrate. Most of us, at 
least subconsciously, know that 
all of these supply us with vita- 
min C. We do not scorn stewed 
and canned fruits or apples and 
bananas, and try when we can 
afford it to plan our menus to 
furnish two fruits a day. 

They all contribute to good nu- 
trition and some of them score 
rather high in vitamin content 
as well as with the mild acids 
that are ‘valuable. My grand- 
mother would not have bélieved 
that after digestion and absorp- 
tion, fruit acids: are changed in 
such a way that they neutralize 
the acid products of other foods.
